It was not the act of burglars, 
for Burdick’s watch lay upon a table in the 


baste, for he or she had stopped to pile sofa 
pillows upon the body of the victim. 

Mr. Burdick’s mother-in-law, his 
children, and two servants were asleep in the 
house when the murder was dons. Their 
reoms were on the upper floors, howéver, and 
that they heard no sound of the struggle is 
not surprising. It was the mother-in-law, 
Mrs. James D. Hull, who discovered the 
b ody. 

. Pillows Cover Dead Man. 

One ‘ok the maids went to Burdick’s room 
on the second floor to call him, and found that 
he had not occupied his bed. Mrs. Hull 
thought that he might have fallen asleep in 
his smoking, room, or “ den,” on the ground 
floor. She found his body there on a divan 
aimost hidden by pillows and rugs.- It was 
clothed only in an undershirt. The other 
undergarments were at the foot of the couch. 
| Burdick’s outer garments were in his bed- 
room. The couch was soaked with blood 
from the wounds on the head. The walls 
were splattered with blood and the room was 
in confusion. On a table in one corner were 
a’ bottle of whisky, a glass, a plate of crack- 
ers and cheese, and a piece of a jelly tart. 
This discovery is important, because Bur- 
dick never ate cheese, and was known to have 
abominated tarts, which frequently were 
made for his children. 


Midnight Visitor Suspected. 


Burdick‘ had a midnight visitor whose pres- 
ence was unknown to his family. Burdick 
was fond of women. His wife, who was a 
daughter of James D. Hull of this city, dis- 
appearéd about two months ago, and a well 
known lawyer with whom she frequently 
had been seen left town about thd same 
time. It was understood that they went to 
Atlantic City. On Dec. 3 Burdick filed a 
suit for divorce against his wife. It is under- 
stood that she filed a counter suit. 

‘Two weeks ago last evening a carriage 
drove to the Burdick home, and soon after- 
ward neighbors heard the sounds of a quarrel. 
Later the quarrel ended and the carriage 
went away. Whether the visitor was a man 
or a woman the neighbors did not know. 


Skull (rushed in Four Places. 

At the morgue it was found that Burdick 
had received five hard blows on the head, 
four of them penetrating the skull. Two of 
ows fingers o e left hand are broken, as 

though Burdick had tried to ward off one 
of the blows. Any one-of the four blows 
was enough to kill, and some of them must 
have been inflicted after he had fallen. 

Late tonight the police located . Bur- 
dick in Atlantic City. The lawgér with 
whom she eloped has been here for some 
weeks, and he was brought to the district 
attorney's office tonight and questioned, but 
was not arrested. The police attach no sus- 
picion to him or to Mrs. Burdick, as they 


dick had as a midnight caller a woman, and 
that she might have been followed to the 
house by some one who objected to her visit 
and who killed Burdick out of jealousy. 


Mysterious Cab Passenger Sought. 

The police tonight found a hackman who 
carried a man to the first corner east of the 
Burdick home last night about 12 o’clock. 
After leaving the carriage the man, of whom 
the police have a good description, walked 
up the street toward Burdick’s house. De- 
tectives called at every house in the block 
tonight, but they were unable to find any 
one who was out in a cab at any time last 
night. 

One of the rear windows downstairs was 
open, and the police thought at first that 
the murderer had come and gone by that 
way. But the snow on the ground outside 
was undisturbed, and the conclusion was 
forced that the murderer had been willingly 
admitted through the front door and that 
he or she had departed that way.

OFFICIALS ARE HOPEFUL. 


Trouble May Follow the Failure 
of the Sultan’s Troops to: 
Hold” Insurgents 
in Check.

‘VIENNA, Feb, 27.—The opinion in official 
circles here is that the conflict between Rus- 
sia and Austria or the Balkan states on one 
hand and Turkey 6n the other will not come 
off this year. The result depends; however, 
entirely upon the extent to which the dis- 
turbances are carried. In place of the in- 
surgent Macedonian bands officials here 
think the Albanians will take aggressive ac- 
tion and fill the center of the stage. Ac- 
cording to reports received here of the warm 
spell the last few days they eeeey have 

begun to be troublesome. 

These stories, like all dangerous news, are 
denied by the Turkish government and the 
censorship prevents the confirmation. [t is 
most difficult to get authentic news from the 
disturbed district, as the Albanians are sus- 
picious of all foreigners, and the correspond- 
ent takes his life in his hands when he goes 
among them. They are the worst of the 
sultan’s subjects and are subjects only 
nominally. They carry guns and swords as 
Americans swing canes and umbrellas, and 
wield pistols and knives like handkerchiefs.

Hostile Toward Russia. 

These troublesome Albanians have pre- 
vented the desired connection of the railway 
from Hungary across their country to a ter- 
minus at Mitrovitza, on the road leading up 
from Salonica. A large Austrian force is 
maintained on this side of the ntier, and 
recently a Russian consulate Was estab- 
lished in Mitrovitza. The Albanians pro-

SOUTH SIDE CITIZENS UNITE IN | 
SOULFUL PROTEST. 


Power Pliant of the City Railway 
Spouts Gases and Vapors Till Life 
Is Made Almost Unendurable, They 
Asaert, While the Crunching Noise 
of the Coal Crusher Racks Their 
Nerves to the Point of. Desperation— 
“Ouch!” Says Mr. McCulloch. 


A real “ grouch "—all others pale into in- 
significance when compared to it—made its 
appearance in the city hall yesterday in cus- 
tody of twenty belligerent citizens who live 
in the vicinity of State and Fifty-second 
streets. 

The object of attack was the big power- 
house of the Chicago City railway, and the 
things that were said of it were ringing in 
General Manager McCulloch's ears when 
sleep came to his relief late in the night. 

“Yes, we've had some warm things said of 
us,” declared Mr. McCulloch, after the 
“ grouch ” had been uncorked and let loose, 
“but this is the hottest yet. Wxcuse me, 
please, while I go in pursuit of my breath.” 

Not only did the protesting citizens ex- 
ploit. their grievances, but they classified 
them. Their five senses and some others that 
are not recognized under normal conditions 


had suffered almost irreparable injury, they - 


said. 
Hot Shot by the Volley. 

Here is the arraignment of the power 
house, setting forth the harm it is said to 
work to things tangible and intangible: - 
EYES—Blinded with smoke and cinders... 


EARS—<Assailed by constant curses of teamsters | 


and the growling of a coal crushing machine. 
NOSES—Offended by noxious gas, which spreads 

for blocks from the power house doors, 

NERVES—AIl a-quiver from the vibration of the 
ground due to the coal crusher.

NEW CHARGES IN 
$1,500,000 FIGHT. 


Surrogate’s Court Takes Up 
the Contest Between Heirs — 
of Theodore Hagaman — 

of New York. 


Brother of Dead Man Insists That 
Widow and Others Made 
Away with Nearly All 

of His Fortune. 


New York, Feb. 27.—[{Special.]—The now 
famous Hagaman case, in which the widow 
of Theodore Hagaman is accused of secreting 
nearly $1,500,000 belonging to the estate, 
developed a new angle today when it came 
| up before Surrogate Fitzgerald. 

Already the charges have been brought up 
before the coroner and before a referee, and 
as a result of a plea the heirs of the dead 
man District Attor Jerome has taken @ 
hand In the affair. 

The district attorney has promised to @@ 
all in his power to locate the money said to 
have vanished and for the loss of which the 
widow is held responsible. 

é former Mrs. Hagaman, now Mrs. Wal- 
ter Delabarre, claims the total value of the 
estate when Hagaman died was only $2,500, 
whereas the dead. man’s brother and sisters 
insist it was $1,500,000. 


Woman Claims Money Was Lost. 

The widow claimed that heavy and un- 
fortunate speculations shortly before Haga- 
man’s death took practically all his wealth, 
and admits that much of the money lost ii 
this y was handled by Dr. Richard C. 
Flower, an intimate friend of Hagaman and 
herself. Flower still is a close friend of 
Mrs. Delabarre. 

It %s charged that large sums were turned 
over to Dr. Flower immediately before te 
death of Hagaman. 

The matter came before the tin 
day on a motion to set aside the order ré- 
ferring it to a referee. Counsel for Isaac 
Hagaman, the contesting brother, submitted 
an affidavit of the latter. In this document 
Mr. Hagaman asserted that his brother's 
widow Dr. Richard C. Flower told him 
and his two sisters that his brother had 
“met with a number of business reverses 
toward the end of his life which prevented 
him from making any provision for us, aad 
that he left little or no property.” 


Big Check Given to Wife. 

The affidavit further says that notwith-. 
standing “ the Immense wealth which 
brother then had, he did rot receive the 
care or attention of any nurse except the 
said widow and one Maurice Willis, wheats 
married to the sister of Dr. Flower, and 
that while so surrounded it is claimed my 
brother gave a check for $572,880 to his said 
widow, although he did not indorse the tame, 
and although the widow testifies that at the 
time of his delivery to her of the said check 
my brother was of clear mind and well 
to indorse the same if so desired."’ 

The affidavit continues: ‘ On the press 
received the check she transferred {000 
to Dr. Flower. On the 12th of September, 


of which, it appears from the widow's ex- 
amination aforesaid, were dated Sept. 10, 
* 1900, the day before my brother’s death, and 
which were indorsed over to said Dr. Rich- 
ard C. Flower. 

Declares Conspiracy Existed. 

“TI allege the fact to be that the sum of 
$572,880 and other moneys belonging to my 
deceased brother were misappropriated and 
converted to their own use by the said widow 
and the said Dr. Richard C. Flower and 
divers other persons as a result of a con- 
spiracy and combination to defraud my said 
brother and his heirs.”’ 

The affidavit further says that about June, 
1901, ‘‘ I was communicated with by one An- 
drew D. Meloy. My sisters and I did @x- 
ecute and deliver in escrow an agreement of 
release, but the said release and agreement 
was delivered without receipt of one dollar, 
and was given upon the express understand- 


ered by Meloy until we were satisfied with 
the amount that we should receive by reagon 
thereof.”’ 

Mr, Unger, counsel for Hagaman, told the 
surrogate that the release was In escrow, to 
be delivered on certain future conditions, 
Counsel for Mrs. Delabarre said the exist- 
ence of the release made the relatives repre- 
sented by Mr. Unger absolute strangers to 
the case. He said the sisters did not claim 
that the release was put in escrow, and said 
that Mrs. Hagaman’s check for $5,000 had 
been given for the release, and showed a 
check for $5,000 payable to Andrew D. Meloy, 
signed by Mrs. Hagaman. It was dated July 
18, 1901. 

Question Before the Court. 

“I think the whole question,"’ said the sur- 
rogate, ‘‘narrows itself aown to whether 
this court has the right to try the ques- 
tion of the delivery of the release.” 

The attorneys were asked to submit briefs 
next Wednesday, after which the surre- 

gate will decide the question at issue. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan, in 
charge of the Hagaman case for the dis- 
trict attorney's office, said he would make 
a full investigation. 

Mr. Garvan said that he had been exam- 
ining the doctor as to what he knew of the 
death of Theodore Hagaman and had had a 
stenographer present to take down the ques- 
tions and answers.

fers, involving the loss of many lives and an 
immense aggregate damage to property.

wrecks, strandings of steamers and sailing 


vessels, while the isolated killings and 
maimings in the large cities of Lancashire 
alone make a heavy total. 

The force of the gale, which attained a 
velocity of eighty miles an hour, was felt 
along the French coast as well. 


Steamer Sinks; Thirty Drown. 


A message from Brest states that the Brit-. 


ish steamer Ottercaps struck the rocks near 
Andierne and was so badly damaged that it 
sank. Some of the passengers aboard be- 
lieved that thirty persons perished. Seven 
bodies have been recovered. 

At New Brighton a lifeboat successfully 
Janded a crew of thirty-two from the bark 
Fingal, which foundered off Liverpool. The 
channel steamer Princess of. Wales is re- 
ported as disabled off Boulogne. 

The fishing fleet, comprising smacks from 
Lowestoft, Yarmouth, and Ipswich, has 
 Yaken shelter in Dover harbor. 


Train Blown from Tracks. 

A mail train on the Furness railway was 
blown over on the Levens viaduct, near Ul- 
verston. Eight or nine cars were suddenly 
thrown on their sides. Fortunately they 
landed on the parallel track. If this had 
“Wot been the case all the occupants would 
surely have perished in Morecombe bay. As 
t was, thirty-two were injured, most of 
them slightly. When the occupants of the 
coaches clambered out they were obliged 
to craw! to shelter on hands and knees. 


Suspension Bridge D- maged. 


Among the disasters none was more re- 
markabile than the buckling of the famous 
suspension bridge across Menai strait, which 
separates the island of Anglesea from Car- 
narvon, Wales. This bridge spans the strait 
200 feet above the water, the distance be- 
tween the points of suspension being 560 
feet. At 4 o'clock this morning the connec- 
tions of the roadway were unable to with- 
stand the immense strain and they parted, 
letting the suspended section swing free. 
The chains suspending the structure, weigh- 


ing 121 tons, held firm, and after swaying a 


long time the structure sank back into true 
position.

come.”’ 

The pope received the entire diplomatic 
body accredited to the vatican. It is the first 
time in his pontifical reign that he has given 
the whole corps an audience. 

The diplomats noticed the pope’s hoarse- 
‘ness and also that he occasionally coughed 
slightly, but on the whole he appeared to 
be enjoying about his usual health. 

Senhor:d’Antas, the Portuguese ambassa- 
dor, as doyen of the corps, read an address 
in French, in which he referred to the pon- 
tiff as a “ luminous beacon.’’ He expressed 
in his own name, together with that of his 
colleagues, the warmest felicitations. 

The pope replied extemporaneously in 
French, saying he was touched by the mani- 
festations he was receiving from the whole 
world.

That she was 
in a position through her knowledge of her 
husband’s operations and other members of 
a band of criminals to which he Is alleged to 
belong to trace the stamps from the building 
to their final disposition is said to be assured. 

‘*‘ Mr. Deneen has been working on a certain 
man for some time to get the true story of the 
burglary and the disposition of the stamps,”’ 
said a man familiar with theaffair. ‘* A con- 
viction in the case on trial will loosen up 
sources of information which are expected to 
corroborate, and complete the statements 
made by Mrs. Mol.’’ 

While on the witness stand yesterday,.Mrs. 
Moll was allowed to testify only to matters 
relating to the sale of the furs by Attorney 
Wade. Once she created more than passing 
interest when she declared: 


‘‘ Mr. Wade told me that he could sell any-

This statement was interjected in her ac- 
count of how the attorney had undertaken 
to sell the furs, Which were then ina hiding 
place at Clinton, la., and which she declares 
she told the attorney were the proceeds of a 
burglary there. Negotiations for the sale of 
the furs by Wade were opened, the woman 
declared, at a meeting between them at a 
restaurant in Wabash avenue. The name of 
William Burke, who is said to own a cab 
which stands in the vicinity of the place was 
also used in her narrative. 


Faints After Testifying. 


The woman spent a sorry half day on the 
stand, and when she left it latd¢ in the after- 
noon she fainted. Court was compelled to 
take a recess while she was being revived..

He declared 
that he understood that they were, as he 
represented them to dealers, the left over 
stock of a bankrupt concern, formerly owned 
by the Molls. The attorney disputed all wit- 
nesses who testified that he had reason to 
know that the articles were contraband. 
The case will close this morning.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[ Special. 


The democrats in congress today continued 
their obstructionist tactics, true to their 
threat of yesterday to block legislation from. 
zow until March 4 ends the session. 

The republicans, however, saved the sit- 
uation by adopting two special rules devised 
to reduce democratic obstruction to the 


‘minimum. 


The republicans declared that they were 
willing to assume responsibility for what 
they had done and explained the necessity 
of the drastic rules presented today, Mr. 
Daizell saying that unless this course was 
pursued the democrats could consume 137 


‘hours, or twenty-seven legislative days, on 
‘roll calis on the senate -amendments to the 
‘appropriation bills. It was agreed on both 


sides that the present situation sounded the 
death knell of practically everything except 


the appropriation bills. 


What Special Rules Provide. 
The special rules provide that at any time 


{t shall be in order to take from the sp<aker’s 


table any general appropriation bill returned 
with senate amendments, and such amend- 
ments having been ree d the question shall be 
at once taken without debate or intervening 
motion on the following question: 

'“ Will the house disagree to said amend- 


»ments «m bloc and ask a conference with the 
senate? And.if this motion shall be decided 


in the affirmative the speaker shall at once 
appoint the conferees, without the interven- 
tion of army motion.’ If the house shall decide 
said motion in’ the negative, the effect of said 
Vote shall be toagree to said amendments.”’ 

The second rule, which is designed to con- 
tinue-the legislative day of yesterday until 
March 4, is as follows: . 

“ Resolved, That for the remainder of this 
seesion the motion to take a recess shall be a 
privileged motion and take precedence of the 
motion to adjourn.”’ | 


Session a Stormy One.” 

The day’s session was a stormy one, being 
prolonged from 11 o’clock this morning until 
@imost 7 o'clock this evening. Roll call suc- 
ceeded roll call, and at every pause party 
passion manifested itself in bitter and acri- 
monious. denunciation. Two special rules 
Were brought in to expedite appropriatidn 
bills ‘and continue the legislation day of yes- 
terday in order to reduce as much as possible 
the minority’s power to obstruct legislation. 
During the debate on the rule the democrats 
voiced their condemnation -of what. they. 
denominated yesterday's outrageous action 
of the chair.

‘Naval Bill Is Passed. 


The naval and military academy bills were 
passed. The naval bill carries a total of 
$81,507,412. 

The following amendments to the naval 
appropriation biil were agreed to: Remov- 
ing the restricti@en put upon the secretary 
of the navy that the four battleships pro- 
vided for shall be of the general type of the 
Oregon and the two armored cruisers shall 
be of the general type of the Brooklyn. 

An amendment by Mr. Nelson of Minne- 
sota was agreed to providing that retired 
officers of the navy ordered to active duty 
shall have the rank, pay, and allowances 
of officers of the active list of like length 
of service, and if actively employed for three 
years after retirement shall, when detached 
from duty, retain the rank and highest re- 
tired pay of the rank they then hold, and 
providing that the rank and pay ef any offi- 
cer of the retired list shall not be reduced. 


Monument to Gridley Approved. 


An amendment was also agreed to appro- 
priating $5,000 for the erection of.a monu-" 
ment in Arlington cemetery, Virginia, to the 
memory of Capt. Charles Vernon Gridley of 
of U. 8. 8. Olympia. 

An amendment to the military academy bill 
Was agreed to amending the general staff 
law providing that the chief of artillery shall 
hereafter serve as an additional member of 
the general staff and shall have the rank, 
pay, and allowances of a brigadier general. 
The amendment further provides that when 
the next vacancy occurs in the office of col- 
onel of artillery it shall not be filled, and 
that hereafter the number of colonels of 
artillery shall not exceed thirteen, 


Hoar Gives Praise to Mabini. 


Several hours were spent in executive ses- 
sion, and when the doors were reopened Mr. 
Foraker called up a senate bill providing for 
the government of the island of Guam, 
placing the island under the control of the 
president through the navy department. Mr. 
Hoar criticised the policy of attempting to 


govern distant islands in the sea. He took 


occasion to praise Mabini. He said that if 
the course pursued by Mabini had taken place 
in revolutionary times it would have been one 
of the proud memories of American history. 
He (Mr. Hoar) had inquiry made regarding 
Mabini, and the executive had responded 
that he was a free man. 

Mr. Hoar said that although the order had 
been made for Mabini’s release, it was several 
months before he was released, and that 
when Gen. Miles visited the island an armed 
marine was pacing up and down in front of a 
place where Mabini was confined. 

The bill was passed; also a similar bill for 
the government of Tutuila. 


lmmigration Bill Discussed. 

Mr. Fairbanks called up the immigration 
bill, and said that he was instructed by the 
committee to move to strike out section 3, 
providing for an educational test. The mo- 
tion was agreed to. 

‘Mr. Gallinger said that the contract labor 
law had been practically embodied in the 
bill, and added that he had been reliably in- 
formed that a high official had said that ifit 
should be incorporated in the immigration 
measure this official would see that it is ap- 
plied in keeping out French Canadians who 
come to the United States to work tempo- 
rarily and then return.

CULLOM ROUSES MORGAN’S IRE. 


Illinois Man’s Statement Denounced as 
False by Senator Who Opposes 
the Canal Treaty. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
“That is as false as though it came from 
the mouth of an imp of hell!"’ shouted Sena- 
tor Morgan in the executive session today, in 
reply to an observation by Senator CuHom 
that Morgan evidently was speaking with 
the intention to delay and defeat the canal 
treaty. 

Mr. Morgan was livid with rage, and his 
frame was trembling as he uttered the denial. 

‘“*I.do not take orders from the senator 
from Illinois,”’ he continued. When I want 
somebody to act as my captain I will get a 
man of more mental caliber and bfoader 
mind.”’ ; 

Mr. Cullom did not make any reply to the 
tirade of abuse that Mr. Morgan heaped upon 
him. 

After Mr. Morgan had talked for several 
hours, displaying a vitality that surprised 
his hearers, Mr. Cullom, in a conciliatory 
tone, suggested that as a full hearing had 
been given to all, an agreement should be 
reached for a Vote before the session ex- 
pired. Mr. Morgan refused flatly to agree to 
a time fora vote. Mr. Cullom remarked that 
Mr. Morgan would be known as the father 
of the canal and to fdme not only national 
but international on account of his con- 
nection with the great enterprise. It would 
be too bad, he said, to destroy the value of 
the year’s work had contributed to the 
success of the ¢anal scheme by defeating the 
treaty. 

“I repeatedly have been told that I was 
the father of the canal,’’ said Mr. Morgan. 


“I do not want to be the father of any such | 


dirty -bastard as this.’’ 

Mr. Morgan declared that the new Panama 
company had a gang of lobbyists both here 
and in Colombia. They would corrupt the 
Colombian government and secure the rati- 
fication of the treaty in order to get their 
hands upon the $40,000,000 to be paid for the 
concession.

GRAMS TO WASHINGTON. 


Requirement of 1 1-2 Per Cent Interest 


Turning Back of Funds Into Treas- 
ury with Resultant Contraction - 
Release of Bonds of Little Avail. 


- Chicago national banks object to the 
clause in the Aldrich bill which provides that 
on government deposits the banks must pay 
at least 1% per'cent interest. At the request 
of J. B. Forgan, president of the First Na- 
tional bank, representatives of eleven of 
the fourteen national institutions met~at 
the clearing house yesterday and prepared 
the following telegram, which was sent to 
Senators Cullom and Mason and the mem- 
bers of the Illinois delegation in the house: 

Chicago, Feb. 27, 1908.—The Aldrich bill, 
if passed as it now stands, will, in our opinion, 
cause an immediate repayment by the banks 
of a large amount of the government de- 
posits which they hold, resulting in contrac- 
tion of resources now in use and in a reduction 
in the market value of government bonds, which 
will be withdrawn and sold. National banks can- 
not now afford to carry as an investment govern- 
ment or such other bonds as the bill calls for, and 
there would be actual loss to them'to do so under 
the terms of the bill, with interest on government 
deposits at 1% per cent. 

Few, if any, western banks could or would in our 
opinion, avail themselves of the supposed privi- 
leges of the bill at that rate of interest. There 
would be a loss to them and no advantage to the 
public in so doing. | 

We urge you to oppose the bill, which would 
hamper instead of help present financial conditions 
unless the interest clause is struck out.

No Interest Paid Now. 


Although the interest feature of the Aldrich 
bill has been conspicuous from the first, it 
was for some reason overlooked by the banks 
until the present time. Now the national 
banks having government deposits pay no in- 
terest ‘whatever. They, however, secure 
these funds by government bonds purchased 
at a high price, and if $100,000 be deposited 
$25,000 of it must be kept in the vaults and 
not loaned out. 

New York has $40,000,000 of government 
deposits. In Chicago the amount held by 
the national institutions at the date of the 
last national bank call, Feb. 6, was $1,845,736, 
divided as follows: 


Local bankers hold that to pay an interest 
rate of 1% per cent on government deposits 


profit even if bonds other than govern- 
ments, as provided in the Aldrich bill, be 
given as security. 3 


Might Keep Small Deposit. 


Vice President Hutchinson of the Cdrn 
Exchange said: 

“If that interest clause remains in the 
Aldrich bill we should feel like carrying only 
a small line of government deposits. There 
will be no profit in an interest sense, but 
with banks doing a country business there 
is some value in advertising the institution 
as a depository for United States funds. 
The interest clause in my judgment will de- 
feat the purpose of the bill.”’ 

The charge of 1% per cent is a” minimum 
one. It rests with the secretary of the treas- 
ury to charge more and thus turn back into 
the subtreasuries these deposits after the 
necessity for their public use has passed. 


Little in Circulation. 


While government bonds would be released 
and become available to secure a new cir- 
culation, and in this manner offset some of 
the losses on deposits, still the banks do not 
show much enthusiasm over the circulation 
proposition. Some of the local institutions 
assert they would be glad to retire their 
national bank note circulation. It is not 
unprofitable, but it is maintained through a 
certain moral obligation as well as a legal 
one for a fixed amount. : 


Measure May Pass Today. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.]J— 
Senator Aldrich hopes to take up his financial 
bill and pass it through the senate tomorrow. 
He has received assurances from the demo- 
crats that there is no intention on their part 
to prolong the debate unduly. They recog- 
nize that the purpose of the bill is to prevent 
congestion, of the public revenues in the 
treasury. It also will have a general ten- 
dency to strengthen the securities of first 


_because such bonds may then be used, to- 


roads as securities for deposits. 

At the present time the government re- 
ceives no interest for any of the money it 
loans to banks, although these designated 
depositories now carry an aggregate of gov- 
ernment deposits amounting to about $150,- 
000,000, interest on,which would be $2,250,000 
annually, which would pay for the Chicago 
public building in about two years. 


Interest Feature Popular. 


The Aldrich bill proposes to charge in- 
terest at the rate of 1% per cent, and this is 
an extremely popular feature in congress. 
It is felt that if an interest charge is made 
the administration cannot be blamed for de- 
positing the money in national banks. These 
institutions will not only receive the usual 
dividends on state, municipal, and railroad 
bonds deposited to secure the government, 
but they will be enabled to loan money at the 
current rate, which is sure to be largely in 
excess of 1% percent. For this reason it is 
believed the operation will be a profitable 
one for the banks, although from the protests 
received here the interest feature does not 
appear to be as popular with bankers as it 
is in congress. It is said that the Aldrich 
bill could not readily be passed if the interest 
paragraph were eliminated. 


Similar Bill in House. 


A bill identical with that as finally urged 
by Mr. Aldrich was introduced in the house 
today by Mr. Payne of New York, chairman 
of the ways and means committee, to which 
it was referred. As soon as Mr. Fowler, the 
chairman of the committee on banking and 
currency, learned that the bfll was referred 
to the committee on ways and means he made 
a protest to Speaker Henderson. Mr. Fowler 
was much wrought up about the matter, and 
his protest was supplemented by that of sey- 


eral other members of the committee an bank- 


ing and currency, which is supposed to in- 
clude all the financial cranksin the house. It 
was finally agreed that the reference would 
be withdrawn and the bill should go to Mr. 
Fowler's committee. This was not done, how- 
ever, until a promise had been exacted from 
Mr. Fowler and the members of his commit- 
tee that the measure would not be allowed 
to die by inaction, but would be taken up, 
considered, and a report made upon it.

ROOSEVELT’S PLEA 


FOR PHILIPPINES 


President Sends Senate a Spe- 


cial Message Urging Pas- 
sage of the Tariff Bill. 
NATIVES FACE A FAMINE. 


Business Interests of the Islands 
.at Low Ebb and Revenues — 
Are Growing Smaller. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt sent a special message 
to the senate late this afternoon urging the 
necessity for prompt action in passing the 


Philippine tariff act,- which has already ° 


passed the house. ee 

In personal talks with senators earlier in 
the day President Roosevelt said he believed 
that the recent outbreaks in Luzon are due 
largely to popular discontent caused by the: 


business situation. 


President Roosevelt points out to the sen-. 


ate that the people of the Philippines are on 
the verge of famine; that the sugar and to- 
bacco interests are suffering greatly; that 
the rice crop is a failure; that the island rev- 
enues are shrinking. He appeals to the sen- 
ate on the grounds of humanity, as well as 
ise governmental policy, to vote the-tariff 
ill at once. 


Text of the Mesage. 


Further reasons why prompt action is 
necessary are given by the president in the 
form of a cablegram from Gov. Taft, made 
part of the message to the senate, which is as 
follows: 

‘IT have just received a cable from Gov. 
Taft, which runs as follows: ? 

“*The necessity for the passage ‘of the 
house tariff bill is most urgent. The condi- 
tions of productive industry and business 
considerably worse than in November, the 
date of the last report, and growing worse 
each month. Some revival in sugar and to- 
bacco prices due to tlte expectation of the 


tariff law. The interests of the Filipinos 


in sugar and tobacco are extensive, and the 
failure of the bill will be a blow in the face 
of those interests. A number of tobacco fac- 
tories will have to close and many sugar 
haciendas will be put up for sale at a sacri- 
fice if the bill will not pass. The customs re- 
ceipts have fallen off this month one-third, 
showing a decrease of the purchasing power 
of the islands. The general business is stag- 
nant. All political parties, including labor 
unions, most strenuous in petition for tariff 
bill. The effect of its failure will be dis- 
couraging.’ 

“Vice Gov. Luke Wright indorses in the 
strongest manner all that Gov. Taft has 
said, and states that he has the gravest ap- 
prehension as to the damage that may come 
to the islands if there is not a substantial 
reduction in the tariff levied against Philip- 
pine goods coming into the United States. I 
earnestly ask that this matter receive the 
immediate attention of congress and that the 
relief prayed for be granted. ae 


Series of Calamities. 


** As congress knows, a series of calamities 
have befallen the Philippine people. Just 


/as they were emerging from nearly six years 


of devastating warfare, with the accompa- 
nying destruction of property and the break- 
ing up of the bonds of social order and the 
habits of peaceful industry, there occurred 
an epidemic of rinderpest which destroyed 
90 per cent of the carabaos, the Philippine 
cattle, leaving the people without draft ani- 
mals to till the lands or to aid in the ordinary 
work of farm and village life. The extent 
of the disaster can be seen from the fact 
that the surviving carabaos have increased 
over ten fold in value: 

“At the same time a peculiar oriental 
horse disease became epidemic, further crip- 
pling transportation. The-.rice crop, al- 
ready reduced by various causes to but a 
fourth of its ordinary size, has been dam- 
aged by locusts, so that the price of rice has 
nearly doubled. 


Danger of a Famine. 


“Under these circumstances there is im- 
minent danger of a famine in the islands. 
Congress is in course of generously appro- 
priating $3,000,000 to meet the immediate 
needs, but the indispensable and preéminent 
need is the resurrection of productive in- 
dustry from the prostration into which it 
has been thrown by the causes above enu- 
merated. 

‘** IT ask action in the tariff matter not mere- 
ly from the standpoint of wise governmental 
policy, but as a measure of humanity in re- 
sponse to an appeal to which this great peo- 
ple should not closeits ears. — 

““ We have assumed responsibilities toward 
the Philippine islands which we are in honor 
bound to fulfill. We have the specific duty 
of taking every measure in our power to 
see to their prosperity. The first and most 
important step in this direction has been 
accomplished by the joint action of the mili- 
tary and civil authorities in securing peace 
and civil government. 


Vital Need Is Pressing. 


“The wisdom of congress at the present 
session has provided for them stable cur- 
rency, and its spirit of, humane liberality 


and justice toward them will be shown in.

BILL AUTHORIZING MUNICIPAL 


Illinois Legislature Is Asked to Grant 


Right to Councils to Purchase, 
Build, or Lease Local Transporta- 
tion Systems Wherever It Is Deemed 
for the Best—People Must Give Ap- 
proval to All Propositions—W ork of 
Day in the Legislature. 


Springfield, Ill., Feb. 27.—[Special.]—A bill 
authorizing municipal ownership. of street. 
railways was introduced in the house today 


by Mr. Clettenberg. The bill was prepared, 
_by a Chicago attorney, but Mr. Clettenberg: 


declined to divulge the author’s name. 

The bill provides that every city in the state 
shall have the power to own, construct, ac- 
quire, and operate street railways within its 
limits, and to lease the same or any part 
thereof for a period not longer than twenty 


yyears, on such terms and conditions as the 


city council shall deem for the best interests 
of the public. See 

It is provided that no city shall operate 
street railways unless the proposition first is 
submitted to the electors and approved by 
three-fifths of those voting on it. It is made 
lawful for any city to incorporate and grant 
to a private company a franchise witlra res- 


ervation of the right on the part of the city to 
take over the street railway at or before the. 


expiration of the grant, upon such terms as 
the grant may provide. 


May Lease Street Car Systems. : 
- The principal feature of the bill permits the 
city council to lease a street railway for a 
period of five years. In this it differs from 
all of the bills heretofore introduced on this 
subject. It is provided that when a lease 
for a longer period than five years is pro- 
posed it shall not go into effect until the 
expifation of sixty days after the passage 
of the ordinance. If within that time there 
is filed with the city clerk a petition signed 
by 10 per cent of the voters, then the ordi- 
nance shall not go into effect until the ques- 
tion of its adoption is submitted and ap- 
proved by a majority vote. 

In relation toa petition, it is provided that 
one of the signers on each paper circulated 
shall make oath attesting the authenticity 
of the signature. 

The measure provides that where a city 
decides by popular vote to operate street 
railways the power to make all rules and 
regulations shall rest with the city council. 
The council is also to fix the rates, but these 
rates must be high enough to bear all costs 
of operation and to meet interest charges 
and all bonds and certificates. 


New Plan for Quo Warranto. 
Representative S. E. Erickson introduced a 
bill to amend the act in relation to quo war- 
ranto by providing: that it shall be lawful 
for any citizen to ask leave to commence 
such proceedings in the name of the people 


when the attorney general or any state's at-_ 


torney refuses to act. It is provided that 
notice of thirty days first shall be given the 
public officer, after the expiration of which 
time the application may be made. 
instances the citizen may employ counsel 
who shall have exclusive charge of the litiga- 
tion. 

Mr. Burton introduced a joint resolution 
providing for the submission to the people of 
a constitutional amendment providiag for 


the initiative and referendum in matters of 


legislation. The resolution makes the same 
provisions as are contained in the proposi- 
tion submitted by Senator Dawson in the 
senate in the form of a bill. The resolu- 
tion was referred to the judiciary committee. 


Only Two Senators at Session, 
There were only two senators present at 
today’s session of the upper house—Stringer 
and Templeton—and an adjournment was 
immediately taken to 5 o'clock next Monday 
afternoon.

Especially effective was the ar- 
gument that the board, in reducing the sher- 
f's force, had run counter to the opinion of

connection with Mr. Barrett's office. 

“I do not belleve,’’ Mr. Foreman said, after 
the conferences of the day, ‘in acting in op- 
position to the law. No man is greater than 
the state or its statutes. In this matter, as 

aii others, I aim to be on strictly legal 
ground.”’ 

Talk of Supplemental Budget. 

| ‘As all the money in sight has been voted, 
tt was a question where additional funds 
‘gould be secured to complete the allowance 
ifor the sheriff. A supplemental! appropria- 
tion was suggested. To mean anything, 
‘this would necessitate, ultimately, some re- 
adjustment of the entire budget. The presi- 
dent declined to discuss this. 

It the board does not vote the supplemental 
appropriation, Levy Mayer, Mr. Barrett's 
attorney, threatens suit today in the courts. 
The commissioners will have to decide today 
which horn of the dilemma they will accept.

Ultimetum by Levy Mayer. 


“One of two courses is open to you,.”’ Mr. 
Mayer said. ‘' Either you passa bill appro- 
priating the sum needed to pay all the em- 
ployés legally attaching to the sheriff's office 
and leave them all on the pay roll, or we 
will commence proceedings tomorrow in 
court to compel you to do so.”’ 

Mr. Foreman expressed his wish to be as 
helpful as possible to the sheriff's office. He 
insisted politics had nothing to do with the 
lopping off of the appropriations for the 
sheriff. 

Mr. Walker of the finance committee 
seemed not wholly of Mr. Foreman’s mind. 

“T am prepared to go into court,”’ he said, 
“and tell that after the cut has been made 
the sheriff still has men enough. I see no 
reason why more are necded.”” 


Warm Meeting in Morning.

“Do you call it economy to take the plumb- 
er away from the sheriff's office and add it 
to the public service office at the same 
jsalary?’’ inquired Mr. Sullivan. *.

Forenian Expleins Reduction. 


In explaining the bfidget, in so far as it 
affected the sheriff's office, President Fore- 
man last night sald: 

“The reduction made is much less than 
has been estimated by the friends of the 
sheriff. The appropriation for supplies for 
each office is placed under the _ superin- 
tendent of public service, instead of under 
each official as heretofore. The carpenters, 

teamfitters, plumbers, and painters are 

ikewise placed under the superintendent of 
public service, instead of to the credit of 
each officer. 

“The appropriation last year for salaries 
was $364,000 and this year it is $293,160.

HAMLINE YATES CRITIC 


SAYS GOVERNOR WAS FORCED TO 
ACCEPT A MERIT LAW. 


Attorney Startles Hamilton Clab by 
Declaring That Members of Special 
Civil Service Commission Would 
Not Serve Until They Exacted 
Pledge of Support from Executive— 
Change Brought About, He Asserts, 
by Desire to 


Criticism of Gov. Yates and his attitude 
toward state employés and civil service was 
one feature of an address delivered last night 
by John H. Hamline at a meeting in the 
Hamilton club. 

Mr. Hamline startled some of the repub- 
lican members of the club by declaring that 
the governor had veered around “from the 
“5 per cent slush fund ’’ system to the ad- 
vocacy of a state civil service law, the change 
of heart coming through a desire to escape 
from the scandal of 5 per cent collections. 


Exact Pledge from Governor. 


Speaking of a conference in this city be- 
tween the governor and Mr. Hamline, Z. R. 
Carter, and E. A. Bancroft, who had been 
asked by the governor to constitute a state 
‘eivil service commission, Mr. Hamline said: 

“We simply nailed him to the cross. We 
gave him to understand we were busy men, 
that the present spoils system was as com- 
plete as any state could have, and that if 
he. sincerely desired, and would support, a 
real civil service bill which we might draw, 


+ unless he saw some good objection to it, we 


would go ahead; if not, we had no time to 
talk with him. 

“Mr. Yates declared that was just what 
he desired, and we seized the opportunity 
‘for which. we had been waiting all these 


ears 
Z Similar to City Merit Law. 

“‘T drafted the city civil service law, and 
the bill that Gov. Yates’ commission has 
drawn up is almost identical with that, ex- 
cept that we have omitted the sixty day 
emergency appointment provision, which has 
proved a weakness in that other bill. 

“There is another good bill before the leg- 


-{slature, drawn by the Illinois Civil Service 


association, which is almost the same as 
that our commission @rew. There is little 
choice between the two, but since the bill 
drawn by our commission has the prestige 
of Gov. Yates’ support, I think we should 
not throw that away, but go in and sup- 


port it.’’ 
Club Calls for Prompt Action. 


Following Mr. Hamline’s address a resolu- 
tion was adopted which contained the follow- 
ing indorsement: 

“That the Hamilton club commends the 
action of Gov. 
active in the endeavor to procure a com-, 
prehensive and thorough law covering the 
Illinois civil service, and urges all members 
of the present general assembly to work and 
vote to harmonize the differences between 
the two merit law bills and secure united 
action that one of the measures may be 
promptly passed and approved.” 


Take Up Traction Problem. 


Turning to the traction problem, Mr. Ham- 
line said it was not necessary for the city to 
delay granting franchises until the acts au- 
thorizing municipal ownership have been 
passed by the legislature. 

“The ordinances can be framed,” he said, 
**so that the street railway companies will 
have to sell to the city under. powers to be 
given by the legislature later. A carefully 
considered municipal ownership’ clause 
should be incorporated in the franchise ordi- 
nance, and no excuse for its omission should 
be accepted. The citizens should never re- 
lax their watchfulness, as there is great dan- 
ger that the municipal ownership bills before 
the legislature might be changed to permit 
franchises for more than twenty years.” 


Dangers in City Ownership. 

_ Eawin Burritt Smith favored municipal 
ownership, but called attention to some dan- 
gers with which the introduction of the new 
system would be beset. 
 “QLet us not overlook the danger of in- 
creased political corruption by adding a large 
number of men to the pay roll of the city 
without sufficient safeguard,”’ he said. ‘ Be- 
fore munidipal ownership of the street rail- 
roads becomes a fact our civil service sys- 
tem must undergo a thorough revision, ex- 
tension, and strengthening. If that is 
neglected it would become fatal to the suc- 
cess of the system.”

Retort from the Committee.

Then the candidate took up the question 
of the claim of his opponents that Chicago 
needed a business administration. ‘‘ What 
is a business man?” said he. cannot tell 
when to buy or sell sugar advantageously, 
to be sure, but the man who knows how to 
get the most capable men around him is 
apt to give you better satisfaction than the 
man who thinks his experiénce sufficient to 
enable him to run the office of mayor by 
himself.”’ 


Harlan’s Talk at McVicker’s. 

“If I am elected mayor,’”’ declared Mr. 
Harlan in his noonday speech at McVicker’s 
theater, ‘“‘I will be loyal to all the people 
of Chicago, no matter to what party they 
belong. I will be commander-in-chief of the 
police force and be ready to grasp the hand 
of every police officer in Chicago. No pull, 
whether political, social, financial, or other- 
wise, shall interfere with any policeman’s 
position. All that will be required of him 
will be to do his duty according to the law. 
I am convinced that I can take the police 
force now, even keeping the bad ones, and 
with the large number of good men on it, 
within sixty days, perhaps thirty, improve 
it 100 per cent.”’ 

All this was in answer to a’man in the 
gallery who wanted to know of Mr. Harlan 
whether he would be under the ban of any 
particular party. “TI want to thank Lorin 
Cc. Collins,’’ continued the speaker, “‘ for one 
thing he said last night in support of Mr. 
Stewart's candidacy. He said that all the 
wisdom in this town was not under one hat. 
I am glad Mr. Collins is willing to confess 
that fact.”’ 


Harlan’s Traction 


* In response to a demand for something on 
the traction question he said: “If I am 
elected mayor the first thing I do will be 
to get rid of those old sea going cars. We 
will have single car trains instead of three 
and four car trains, so that when the car 
stops at a crossing the passenger will be 
able to get off there and not half a biock 
down the street where the mud Is deep. 

‘We will also abolish the overhead trol- 
ley wires, dnd when one car breaks down 
it will not tie up the entire line. We will 
have the best service in the country. But 
we cannot expect to do all these things in 
a day. I will start the wheels to moving, 
however, as soon as I take the chatr. Of 
course, we cannot expect that men are go- 
ing to invest their thousands and get noth- 
ing in return or at the end of a franchise to 
have the city take it away from them with- 
out giving them a fair price. This street 
car question must be a strictly business 
proposition or it will fail. 


Lorimer and Greeme Stewart.

YOUTHS CHEAT FOR FOOD. 


SOLVE CHEAP LIVING PROBLEM | 
AND GET IN TROUBLE. 


One Young Man Already Expelled by 
Northwestern Professional School 
for Imposing on ge Restaurant and 
Others Will Be Punished if They 
Are Found Guilty—Police ‘Called to 
Quiet the Youths, Who Resent the 


the Waiters. 


The problem of cheap living was solved for 


-a time by certain students of Northwestern 


university’s professional school, but it was 
an expensive solution after all. The plan 


‘was to buy 10 cent checks at a discount from 


the negro waiters in H. H. Kohlisaat’s res- 
taurant at 43 Dearborn street. 

' Finally the manager discovered the fraud, 
and as a result of the exposure William 
James Moe, a dental student from Milwau- 
kee, provided by nature with a 40.cent appe- 
tite and armed with a 10 cent check, was 
expelled from the school. One waiter is 
under arrest, and other students may be 
implicated and expelled. 

The expulsion became known in the schools 
in the old Tremont house yesterday morning, 
and later Dr. Harper, dean of the school, 
had “ heart:to heart” talks with students 
who are known to have visited the restau- 
rant during the noon luncheon hour. 


Police Take a Hand. 

Practically all of the students resented the 
exposure, all of them protesting innocence, 
and finally -they became so demonstrative 
that the police were appealed to by Man- 
ager Hahn of the restaurant. 

EKight patrolmen were hurried to the res- 
taurant, which is on the first floor of the 
university building, and inside the halls they 
found 500 shouting students, who refused 
to leave, although the police made no arrests. 
Dr. Harper remained on the floor for two 
hours, cautioning the students to restrain 
themselves. Mr. Hahn did not leave. the 
cashier’s desk until the students -had dis- 
persed. 

The majority of the students blamed Man- 
ager Hahn for his course in the exposure 
and were inclined to believe that the punish- 
ment imposed on Moe had been too severe. 


Student Admits His Guilt. 

Moe was expelled on Thursday. When he 
was taken to Dr. Harper’s office he admitted 
that he had bought a number of small checks 
at a big discount from one of‘the waiters, 
and his confession resulted in the arrest yes- 
terday of Annis Parsons, a waiter. Parsons 
denied that he had any part in the transac- 
tion, but he was locked up charged with lar- 
ceny, conspiracy to defraud, and disorderly 
conduct. 

promised to pay the amount he esti- 
mated that he had gained by his deal with 
the waiter, but he has left the city. While 
a student he lived at 340 Washington boul- 
evard. 

All Offenders Must Suffer. 

In discussing the matter yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Harper said: 

“One student has been expelled and 100 
more will be if they are found guilty. ‘‘ Iam 
sorry, however, that this student’s name is 
known, for he has been punished sufficiently 
already. He, of course, will lose what tul- 
tion he had paid and also will lose the credits 
he has in his course. There is no excuse 
for stealing, and this institution cannot take 
any other stand in the matter. 

** I place a large share of the fault with the 
waiters. Many of the students are poor and 
have to live as economically as possible, so 
the temptation offered them by the waiters 
was hard to withstand. The students prob- 
ably would not have taken money from a 
person’s pocket, but their transactions 
amounted to stealing just the same.”’ 


UNION BUILDERS HAVE PLAN 


AWAY WITH STRIKES. 


Take the Initiative in an Effort toCreate 
a Joint Board of Arbitration to Settle 
All Disputes. 


Sympathetic strikes and jurisdiction dis- 
putes are to be done away with in the build- 
ing trades if the plans of the unions con- 
nected with that line of industry do not go 
amiss. An effort is being made to form am 
arbitration board composed of employersand 
employés, to which all differences can be 
submitted. 

Most of the building trade unions have 
come to the conclusion that strikes are too 
expensive, and at a meeting held last night 
the workmen took the initiative in an effort 
to stop them. 

This move was on the part of the arbitra- 
tion committees of nine of the building trade 
unions, which met at Koch's hall, 104 Ran- 
dolph street, and discussed ways and means 
of bringing about permanent labor peace. 
The plumbers and the steamfitters are now at 
war, the hodcarriers and cement finishers 
have just had a row, and the carpenters and 
woodworkers are preparing for one: These 
disputes were discussed and it was agreed 
that arbitration and conciliation are the only 
solutions. 

It was decided thata committee should be 
sent to the Contractors’ association to pro- 
pose that a general arbitration board be 
formed. The plan is along lines of the Chi- 
cago board of arbitration—that of the team- 
sters and their employers—with representa- 
tives from each of the unions and from their 
respective contractors. 

All trade disputes and jurisdictional prob- 
lems are to be submitted to this board, and, 
pending its decision, which is to be final, none 
of the men are to quit work. Should the 
board be unable to agree an arbiter is to be 
called in and the matters in question are ben 
be left ‘to him for adjudication. 

The brick wagon drivers have wnvted a 
campaign against the Illinois Brick company 
—the ‘trust ’’—to force the payment of in- 
creased wages. Most of the drivers refused 
to work yesterday, and several of the large 
buildings under construction were tempora- 
rily stopped. The drivers are getting 33 cents 
a load and want 86 cents. The matter will 
Bo to arbitration. 

‘The railway express messengers of the 
country will hold a convention in Chicago 
on March 380 to organize an international 
union. Complaint is made that the Adams 
Express company ts discriminating against 
the members of the thirty locals already 
formed. 


SAYS WABASH WAGES ARE GOOD 


President Ramsey Issues a Statement 
Regarding Men’s Poll on Ques- 
_ tion of a Strike. 


In relation to the poll of the employés of 
the Wabash lines for or against a strike for 
an advance of 12 to 15 per cent in wages, Pres- 
ident Ramsey has issued a statement of the 


company’s position. 
It is accompanied by a schedule of com- 


pensation which shows that in the last three |} 


and a half years passenger conductors have 
had an advance in wages of from 11 to 15 per 
cent, freight conductors and brakemen 17 
per cent, and passenger brakemen and bag- 
gagemen 18 to 20 per cent. Switchmen are 
receiving 15 per cent advance. 

Mr. Ramsey says that whenever the east- 
ern lines with which the Wabash competes 
advance above its rates east of the Missis- 
sippi the Wabash will meet the advance, and 
not before, and that if its trainmen vote in 
favor of carrying the 5 per cent advance of 
March 1 of the western division ‘‘ east of the 
river on Wabash lines or strike, then a 
strike must occur.’ 

The vote of the men will be enqntes in St. 
Louis on Monday.

KNAP?’S CONFESSION. 

_ The man, Albert Knapp, who is held for 
‘murder at Hamilton, 0., has made a con- 
fession to the mayor of that city that he has 
murdered five women, two of them being his 

‘gevond and third wives. He has made this 
onfession. “ upon his own motion ” and not 
‘mider the pressure of the sweat box or at 
‘the pertéonal request of any one. He gives 
the name of each victim, the locality where 
end the date when be murdered her, also 
the disposition which he made of the bodies. 
If what he has confessed is true his state- 
ment is sufficient evidence and would justify 
his prompt execution. 

But is his confession true? There are 
some reasons for believing it’is not. In the 
first place murderers rarely make confes- 

sion unless they can save their necks by im- 
prisonment. Confession of five murders 
would not have that result in Knapp’s case. 
Instead of confessing, murderers, even after 
their guilt has been clearly proved, will pro- 
test their innocence With their latest breath 
on the scaffold, Again, Knapp’s eonfession 
ig contradictory and it does not agree with 
previous statements made by him. Search 
has been made for the body of one of his 
wives where-he said he placed it and it has 
not been found.. The police who are most 

closely conversant with the details of the 
strangling of the three women at Evansville

It is not improbable that Knapp killed his 
first and it is possible he killed his second 
wife, though a jury would need something 
more than his wholesale confession to estab- 
lish the fact. It is not unlikely that the man 
is insane, and this assumption is sustained 
by his relatives, who say that le is of un- 
sound mind. It may be also that, instead 
of being insane, he is a degenerate with a 
morbid desire for notoriety and destitute of 
moral sense, as is usually the case with those 
whose lives have been mainly spent in re- 
formatories and prisons. Such wretches are 
never so happy as when boasting of their 
misdeeds and creating a sensation with big 
stories of their alleged crimes.. If Knapp is 
not insane or degenerate it is hard to believe 
that he would voluntarily confess to the 


that his. death on the gallows would be the 
result. 


THE ALDRICH BANK DEPOSIT BILL 
The business men of the country will be 
disappointed if, because of filibustering in 
house and sehate, congress shall adjourn 
without passing Senator Aldrich’s bill in ref- 
erence to deposits: of government funds in 
banks. -Its enactment will do away. witha 
serious objection to the subtreasury system 
—the locking up of a large amount of money 
in government vaults, | 
With the Aldrich bill a law the secretary 
of the treasury—who approves of: it thor- 
oughly—no longer will be at his wits’ end 
as to how to get back into circulation money 
which has been paid into'the government 
treasury, He was hampered last year in 
his efforts to do this by the fact that the 
customs receipts cannot be put. in national 
depositories, while the government bonds 
which the’banks have had to hand over as 
security. for deposits. are high priced and 
hard to ‘get. The secretary proposed then 
to receive other than government bonds 
as security for deposits, but his authority to 
do it was questioned. There will be no doubt | 
as to his authority if the Aldrich bill shall 
become a law. It empowers the secretary 
to make deposits of customs as well as of 
internal revenue receipts, and to accept as 
security state and municipal bonds and first 
class railroad bonds, | | 
The national government risks nothing by 


bonds. It. will have a lien on the current 
assets of a’ bank if the security should be 
inadequate. There need ‘be no apprehen- 
sions on that point. No secretary of, the 
treasury: will make a reckless or venture- 
some use of the power it is proposed to give. 
Instead of ‘a’ possibility of loss there is a 
certainty of gain for the government. The 
banks which recéive deposits will. be re- 
quired to pay at last 144 per cent interest.on 
them. The banks pay no interest now, nor 
ean they; considering the high premium com- 
manded by the government bonds they put 
up as security. 

An amendment has been offered to the 
Aldrich bill to the effect that: government 
deposits shall not be taken as a part of that 
total amount ofgdeposits against which 
banks are required to maintain a 25 percent | 
reserve. The amendmentis proper. A bank 
cannot be expected to keep idle 25 per cent 
of the government funds it holds subject to 
call and yet pay interest on the total amount 
of the deposits, which are secured by bonds 
not so high priced as government bonds 
but os vaily at a’‘premium. 

Business men generally approve of the 
Aldrich bill. They see its effect will be to 
put a stop to that contraction of the currency 
which is likely to occur whenever the cur- 
rent receipts of the government exceed its 
current expenditures. There is a little op- 
position to the bill on the part of some west- 
ern house members. They are suspicious of 
it, but without cause. They say it will “‘ put 
the government in the banking business.” 
If making deposits in a bank is being “ in 
the banking business,”’ the government is 
extensively in that business now and has 
been for forty years. 

Opposition to the bill by western mem- 
bers will be peculiarly unreasonable be- 
cause the new system will benefit the west. 
Yrhe banks of that section hardly can get 
government deposits now, because govern- 
ment bonds are chiefly held at the east, con- 
venient to eastern banks. When state and 
other bonds are accepted as security west- 
ern banks will get deposits and will be bet- 
ter able to meet thé monetary demands of 
the communities they serve. 

The Aldf#ich bill is safe and conservative. 
It represents the matured opinion of the 
secretary of the treasury. Itshould become 


a law. 


NATIVE HEATHEN. 

Considerable sensation has been caused 
im some of the New Hugland states, notably 
in Connecticut and Massachusetts, by the 
recent statement of the Rev. Mr. Hutchins 
of the Bible society as to the moral condi- 
tions he found prevailing in the back coun- 
try towns of the first named state. Of 
course many will say that the agent is only 
cunningly advertising his own business and 
the need for more bibles, but unfortunately 
for this surmise the staid and reputable 
Hartford Courant indorses the statement 
not only as to rural communities in Con- 
necticut but as to those in western Massa- 
chusetts and other sections of New England. 

The substance of the Rev. Mr. Hutchins’ 
charge is that these sections are populated 
by heathen or worse than heathen, for the 
heathen “in his blindness bows down to 
wood and stone,” but these New England 
heathen are sinning againstthefight. They 
know the law and openly disobey and defy 
it: They have no bibles and no religion, 
and don’t wish for any. They have no 
morals. ‘Their vileness is even worse than 
that of the slums. \There is not only no at- 
tempt at right living but it isscoffed at, ~ 

The discouraging feature the sorry 
business is that these heathen are not in 
the cities, where moral obliquity is to be 
expected, and temptations abound, and gov- 
erning restraint is weak, but in quiet rural 
villages, where immorality is not expected, 
where temptations are not ntimerous, and 
where the restraints of public opinion and 
public law are suppoged to be strong. Worse 
than this, those who are so lost to shame 
are not foreigners, Theygare natives. As 
the Courant says, “ These degenerates are 
oftenest members: of old families, sons of 
the soil for generations past.” Those who 
have studied the situation are of opinion 
that the morals of the cities in New England, 
in spite of their large foreign population, 
are highér than the morals of the country 
villages and that respect for law is stronger. 
Much of this demoralization undoubtedly 
is due to thé rapid increase of hoodlums in 
the country towns, who have their own way 
because there is Httle or no police restraint. 
Some of it may be due to the natural reac- 
tiom from Puritanism and the secularization 
of the Sabbath. But these theories will not 
account for the open and widespread sex- 
ual immorality, forinstance. Nor doesany- 
thing seem to account for it except the as- 
sumption that these persons are degen- 
erates, and thet they are degenerate because 


to the payment of higher ta 
men well know. The aldermen know also 
the city’s need of revenue. Therefore when 
the time comes they will be united in the 
demand thatsthe traction companies be lib- 
eral contributors to the city treasury.

RESIDENT LOUBET and his ministers 
have just.appointed a commission for 
the purpose of devising modifications of . 
the existing laws on the subject of s0- 
cial and official precedence, sd‘as to 

bring the latter up to date and in harmony 
with the present customs and modern re- | 
quirements. Although France is subject to 
a republican régime, and claims to be the 
most adyanced of all nations, as far as the 
democracy of its institutions is concerned, 
yet it is the only country in the world where 
the rules of official precedence are prescribed 
by statute, instead of by mere usage, trad-~- 
dition, and rule devised by the crown or by 
the authorities of the court. 

The statute in question bears the date of 
1804 and the signature of the first Napoleon, 
who had then just become emperor, and 
never having been repealed it is still in force 
today. It gives the first place after the 
sovereign, his consort and his heir apparent, 
to the princes and princesses of the blood. 
Next come the cardinajs, the field marshals, 
then the cabinet ministers, who in turn are 
followed by members of the senate and of 
the council of state. After them ranked the 
grand crosses of the legion of honor, the 
generals of division, and the vice admirals. 
In their wake, come the presidents of _ 
Courts of Appeal, then the archbishops, the 


ments, the brigadier generals, the bishops, the 
rear admirals, and so on indefinitely. 

The only modifications which have been 
brought about in this statute by the terms 
of the present republican constitution are that 
the chief magistrate occupies the place of the 
sovereign, while the presidents of the senate 
and of the chamber of deputies take the 
rank of the princes ofthe blood. Foreign am- 
bassadors are accorded the “ pas ”’ immedi- 
ately after the presidents of the two houses 
of legislature, while the members ‘of the, 
chamber of deputies come after the senators 


and before the members of the council of 


| 

While international usage requires that for- 
eign ambassadresses and the wives of for- 
eign envoys at Paris should share their hus- 
bands’ precedence, no provision whatsoever 
is made for the wives of any of the dignitaries 
of the French government, not even for the 
wife of the president of the republic, who has 
no Official status in the eyes of the law. 

All this is to be rectified by means of a new 
law drafted by the, commission appointed by 
President Loubet and his government. 


does not provide any rules or regulations for 
the precedence of the aristocracy, among 
whom ridiculous conflicts upon the subjeet 
are frequent. ‘ This is especially the case with 
women of bourgeois origin, whose large dow- 
ries have constituted the main attraction to 
their titled husbands, and I have known 
duchesses,' such as’ Mme. de Gramont and 
princesses of the house of Murat and Wag- 
ram—all of them of plebeian origin—purpose- 
ly arrive late at dinners in order to avoid 
what they considered the humiliation of 
yielding precedence to a rival wearer of the 
ducal or princely coronet. 

I need scarcely ‘say that French society 
accords to the members of the house of Bour- 
bon, as well as to those of the Bonaparte 
dynasty, the precedence conceded in mon- 
archical countries to princes and princesses 
of the blood, French society does not, how- 
ever, include in the latter either “ Prince ”’ 
Roland Bonaparte, nor yet the latter’s 
daughter, the now 21 years old “ Princess ”’ 
Marie Bonaparte, whose mother, Marie Blanc, 
who died a few weeks after giving her birth, 
was one of the two daughters and coheiresses 
of old Blanc, the founder and creator of the 
great public gambling establishment at Monte 
Carlo. Of the latter, “‘ Princess ’’ Marie Bon- 
aparte, is one of the part owners, and this 
fact renders her one of the greatest heiress 


of the day. 


The reason why French society declines to 
accord to Roland Bonaparte and to his daugh- 
ter the precedence conceded to the other~ 


‘members of the Bonaparte dynasty is owing 


to the doubt which prevails as to the validity 
of their princely titles. Roland’s father was 
a bona fide Prince Peter Bonaparte, son of 
Prince Lucien, and famed as being the most 
disreputable member of Napoleon IIl.’s fam- 
ily. In his younger days Prince Peter had 
been obliged to flee from Italy in consequenc? 
of having killed a gamekeeper who had at- 
tempted to prevent him from poaching on 
private property. Nor was this the only 
blood with which his hands were stained. In 
January, 1870, he shot down in his own house 
at Paris the French journalist, Victor Noir, 
who called, together with a M. de Fonvielle, 
for the purpose of making the final arrange- 
ments for a duel which was to take place 
between their friends, Pascal Groussaye and 
the prince. It was this last crime of Prince 
Peter which precipitated the overthrow of 
the empire in France. 

Prinée Peter was never received at the court 
of the Tuileries. He lived with Justine Ruf- 
flin, the daughter of a Parisian plumber, who 
in 1858 gave birth to Roland. Prince Peter 
may lave married Justine Rufflin, ecclesias- 
tically, as she alleges, prior to this. But 
inasmuch as he had not fulfilled the legal re- 
quirements the union was not valid, and that 
they themselves realized this is shown by the 
fact that they went through a ceremony of 
marriage on Dec. 30, 1871, at Brussels, when 


Roland was already 12 yearsof age 


This marriage, however, not serve to 
strengthen the bonds between Prince Peter 
and Justine, for shortly afterwards he desert- 
ed her, leaving her to support her children 
as best ghe could. Accordingly, on the 
strength of her marriage in 1871, she assumed 
the title of princess and started a dressmaker 
shop in London at 91 New Bond street. The 
sign the door was as follows: 

‘Princess Pierre Bonaparte, Marchande 
de Confections Pour Dames.”’ 

The’ venture, however, proved unsuccessful 
and came to grief. After her financial disaster 
in Bngland Justine Bonaparte and her two 
children, that is to say, Roland and Jeanne, 
established herself in Paris, where they lived 
for a time upon the charity of benevolent 
people, especially of those belonging to the 
Bonapartist cause. It was a precarious live- 
lihood at the best, and by degrees everything 
that the little family possessed found its 
way tothe pawnshop. 

In the autumn of 1877, Justine Bonaparte, 
rendered desperate by want of money, sent 
all her pawn tickets to Marshal MacMahon, 
at. that time president of the republic, im- 
ploring his agsistance. The kind hearted old 
soldier sent back her pawn tickets by his 
aid, de camp, Col. Robert, together with the 
sum of $500. Thereupon the late Prince 
Napoleon, surnamed **Plon Plon,” and his 
sister, Princ Mathilde, widow of Anatole 
Demidoff, each contributed a few hundred 
dollars a year to “ Princess Pierre ” on the 
condition that the money should be applied 
to the schooling of the children. 

The father, however, Prince Peter, abso- 
lutely refused to do anything for his children, 
having contracted a fresh left handed alli- 
ance, and at his death in 1881 it was found 
that he had left everything that he had pos- 
sessed to his youngest son by this later at- 
tachment, that is to say, the illegitimate half 
brother of Roland. 

Roland, by charity, was placed ina position 
to enter the military college of St. Cyr. On 
being graduated from the latter with the rank: 
of lieutenant, an American born woman of 
title Jiving in Paris, whosé husband, a French 
count, had served in the civil war here, in- 
terested herself on behalf.of the young sol- 
dier, whose name and misfortune aroused her 
sympathy. Being acquainted with the old 
Widow Blanc, the relict of the founder of the 
Monte Carlo establishment, the countess con- 
ceived the idea of marrying Roland to Marie 
Blanc. The wedding took place in Paris in 
1880, the bridegroom receiving on the day of 
his wedding 1,000,000 francs down in French 
government bonds in addition to his wife's 
re of the gambling establish- 
men .

Sunday. Among the. most cherished pos- 
sessions of the house at New Rochelle ts the 
collection of modern oil paintings, which rep- 
resents almost all the best known painters 
of the last half century. His theatrical sea- 
son is almost always so arranged that he can 
spend nearly two-thirds of the year within 
reaching distance of home. 


Fred Stone, who is making the hit of his 
life as the Scarecrow in the. “ Wizard of 
Oz,”” has to stand perfectly still and mo- 
tionless for eighteen minutes in the first act. 
His arms are outstretched and his face 
must be kept perfectly motionless until 
Dorothy comes to bring him to life. 

On one of the opening nights of the New 
York engagement the curtain had risen and 
the eyes of the audience were fastened upon 
the amusing figure of the scarecrow, when, 
all of a sudden, the unfortunate Stone felt 
an almost irresistible impulse to sneeze. 

He realized that if he should give way to 
his impulse the whole effect of the scene 
would be lost, and, by dint of bringing the 
full force of his will to bear on the unruly 
muscles he managed to keep them under 
control, though a careful observer might 
have detected a suspicious twitching. 

“I never suffered so in my life,” said 
Stone after the act was over. ‘I finally got 
so that I was hardly conscious of what was 
going on around me, but still I kept at it, de- 
termined not to sneeze. Finally I could re- 
strain myself no longer. In spite of all I 
could do my muscles centracted and I 
sneezed—a volcanic, awful sneeze.

CHICAGO MAYOR.LECTURES 
TO ANN ARBOR STUDENTS. 


Carter Harrison Lays Down Seven 
Principles for Consideration in Mu- 
nicipal Government. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 27.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Harrison of Chicago lectured before 
the university students here tonight on the 
subject of ‘‘ Reform in Municipal Govern- 
ment.” His address is summarized in the 
following general propositions laid down by 
himself: 

1. Public property is worth to the people

MRS. BALLINGTON BOOTH URGES 
APPLIANCES FOR INJURED. 


Appeals to Officials of All Roads in 
Ameriea to Equip Conductors with 
Necessary Anaesthetics, Bandages, 
and Medicines That Wreck Victims 
May Be Saved Hours of Suffering— 
Might Save Many Lives—Saw and 
Hatchet Are Not Enough, 


Maud Ballington Booth of the Volunteers 
of America has undertaken a crusade to in- 
duce all the railways of America to provide 
better facilities for the relief of persons in- 
jured in wrecks. She urges, ina letter which 
she has sent to the chief officers of all roads, 
that anzsthetics, medicines, and “ first aid ”’ 
appliances be carried by the conductors gee all 
trains 

Mrs. Booth declares that the ax, saw, ia 
hammer carried on trains are not sufficient 
for use after wrecks, and she regrets that 
there are no means provided for easing hu- 
man suffering. ‘‘If a dumb animal were 
seen suffering we would instantly end its 
misery with a merciful shot,’’ she says. 
‘This is not permissible when the sufferer 
is a human being capable of still greater 
suffering.”’ 

Appeal to Railway Officials. 

The letter sent out by the bead of the Vol- 

unteers is as follows: 


“88 Cooper Square, New York, Feb. 28, 


1903.—Dear Sir: In view of the serious acci- 


dents which have been agitating the public* 


and the painful details which have aroused 
s0 much humane sympathy, I trust the sug- 
gestion contained in this letter will receive 
some consideration, and, if found practical, 
gnay be adopted by your road. 

“T am an extensive traveler—spending 
many days and nights of every month upon 
the road—and, therefore, any question which 
affects the life or comfort of passengers or 
of the brave men ‘ ahead * comes closely 
home to me. 

‘*I have noticed a reading some of the re- 
gent railroad wrecks, as also many In the 
past, that survivors have had to witness the 

agony of fatally injured victims, who, pin- 
joned inextricably beneath the wreckage, 
have pleaded for the relief of death while un- 
controllable flames have scorched or con- 
sumed them. — 

Horror of Awaiting Death. 

‘* Especially harrowing is the thought of 
the brave engineer, held beneath the iron 
wreckage of his locomotive, scalded by 
steam, and yet awfully alive to every torture 
of slow coming death. Ifadumb animal was 
seen in similar circumstances we would in- 
stantly end its misery with a swift blow or 
merciful shot. This is not permissible when 
the sufferer is a human being, whose highly 
organized nervous system is capable of still 
greater suffering. 

‘As I have glanced at the little glass case 
holding the saw and hatchet for use in 
emergency, I have asked myself why the 
railroad companies have so far overlooked 
another precaution which might save life 
and lessen suffering. 


Asks Simple Aids for Victims. 

** Why.not equip every train, or better still, 

the conductor of each train, with a small 
case containing chloroform, ether, stimu- 
lants, bandages, lotions for bruises, and anti- 
septic solutions for the washing of wounds? 
These could be packed in a small case and 
would represent no costly outlay. Accidents 
often occur far from towns, and many 
precious moments, if not hours, when lives 
could be saved, are of necessity lost for the 
want of these necessary materials. Would 
it not be an une@epeakable comfort to by- 
etanders, as well as the sufferers, if those 
dying in agony could be rendered uncon- 
scious by a few breaths of a merciful anzs- 
thetic, tosay nothing of the prompt aid which 
could be rendered to those who a yet 
be saved? 
_“ This ig not the idle suggestion of a mo- 
ment, but comes from one who has watched 
suffering and to whom the rhythm of the 
wheels is the most familiar of sounds. Be- 
lieve me cordially yours, Mavup B. Boorn.

| CHICAGO ORCHESTRA REHEARSAL. | 


The first and the last numbers were the 
most enjoyable selections on the program 
Mr. Thomas had ar for the public re- 
hearsal of the Chicago Orchestra in the Audi- 
torium yesterday afternoon. Between them 
‘were three other compositions, none of which 
proved more than mildly interesting, Tschai- 
kowsky’'s “ Francesca da Rimini” fantasia, 
which was the best of these, possessing, of 
course, its elements of attractiveness, but 
being so long drawn out that, as a whole, it 
weartes rather than inspires. 

The opening selection was Brahms’ first 
Serenade, the one in D major. It is a com- 
position containing much of beauty of a 
quiet, gentle kind. There is over the work a 
spirit o fcontented. peacefulness such as 
comes to one who wanders out away from 
the rush and turmoil of the town and, find- 
ing a spot where nature is at home, gazes 
on the calm, helpful beauty of her face and 
grows rested and glad. There is nothing to 
excite or exhilarate in any of the first four 
divisions—there is quiet pensiveness in each 
of them, although nothing of sadness—and 
the joyousness contained in the second 
cherzo and the final rondo seems to belong 
not so much to the listener as to others whose 
merrymaking is heard from afar. Asthough 
the wanderer in his stroll had paused not far 
from where a company of peasants were 
dancing in the dusk of twilight. It is peace- 
ful music Brahms has left us in this Sere- 
nade of his, and Mr. Thomas and his men 
yesterday caught the spirit of content it 
breathes and made that grateful spirit felt by 
all their listeners. The performance was 
one of supreme technical finish and rare in- 
terpretative beauty and sympathy. 

Following the Serenade came a concerto 
for piano by the Norwegian composer, Chris- 
tian Sinding. It was the first performance 
the work had had in Chicago, and was there- 
fore an incident of the afternoon anticipated 
with interest. It cannot with proper regard 
for the eternal verities be said that these 
pleasant anticipations knew complete satis- 
faction. The work impressed as a vast 
amount of pianistic and orchestral pother 
about an exceedingly small amount of mu- 
sical idea. 

Two themes serve as the fundamental ma- 
terial for the entire three movements, which 
would be all well enough were the themes 
of an importance and musical pregnancy 
fitting them for such extended use. But 
unfortunately they contain neither striking 
individuality of melodic contour nor har- 
monic character sufficient to qualify them 
for the lengthy service demanded of them. 
One of them has undeniable strength, but 
the man who first wrote it has used it to 
better advantage in a little work of his own 
called “‘ Gétterdimmerung.” 

The thematic material is not significant, 
therefore, and as for the manner in which it 
is used, it suggests a man who has acquired 
a pompous and impressive style of talking, 
but has nothing of especial importance to 
say. The gestures, poses, and inflectionsare 
there, but the words mean little or nothing. 
Pianistically the concerto is difficult, but, as 
Dr. Johnson once exclaimed to a person who 
urged the difficulty of a violin selection as a 
justification for praising it: ‘ Difficult do 
you say! Difficult; I would it were impos- 

sible!’’ The technica) trials Mr. Sinding has 
prepared for the player are scarcely made 
worth the enduring by the results obtained. 


Much of the difficult passage work for the- 


solo instrument is placed against an or- 
chestral background so heavily scored that 
it proves ineffective even when not abso- 
lutely inaudible. 


Miss Mary Wood Chase, who was the piano 
soloist in the concerto, had set herself no 
easy task, but she attacked it with a courage 
and determination commanding admiration. 
The work really demands masculine strength, 
and, although Miss Chase's playing of chords 
is sufficiently powerful, her strength of finger 
is not such that the abundant finger passage 
work the composition contains comes out 
with full effect under her hands. She gave, 
however, of her best, both technically and 
interpretatively, and merits commendation 
for the earnestness and straightforward- 
ness with which she did the task she had set 
herself. An encore was asked and responded 
to with Chopin's E major Nocturne. 

A second novelty on the program was the 
Prelude composed by J. K. Paine for the per- 
formance at Harvard of “ The Birds” of 
Aristophanes. The composer has ever been 
noted for the production of works compelling 
recognition rather for the academic correct- 
ness that distinguished them than for any 
marked inspirational virtues they possessed. 
The Prelude heard yesterday has all of this 
correctness and something more of bright- 
ness than is usual in Mr. Paine’s creations, 
put it is a selection a rehearing of which 
is not passionately craved.” 

Tschaikowsky’s ‘ Francesca "' was played 
with superb spirit and finish by the orches- 
tra, the “ Whirlwind in Hell”’ episode, with 
all the descriptive that accompanies it, being 
splendidly given, but when Francesca gets 
to talking her volubility becomes a bit tedi- 
ous, and the impression left by this section of 
the work was not an entirely pleasant one 
despite the care and taste with which Mr. 
Thomas read it. The first of the Elgar bril- 
liant military marches, “ Pomp and Circum- 
stance,”’ completed the program.

Moore, 


FORBES HOLDS — 
‘TITLE ON POINTS. 


"| Defeats Tokell in Ten Rounds | 


for the Bantamweight 
Championship. 


sa: | BOUT GOES TO THE LIMIT. 


At No Time During the Fight 
Does Englishman Have a 
Look In—Battle Fast. 


: {BY GEORGE SILER.] 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 27. ]—The 
ten round international bantam weight 
championship battle between Harry Forbes, 
champion of America, and Andrew Tokell, 
introduced and touted as the champion of 
England, went to the American in a canter. 

The contest, from a speed standpoint, was 
all that could be asked for, but from a scien- 
tific viewpoint it was a failure, from the 
English end of the fray. Harry fought in his 
customary clever style, and at no time after 
the first round, in which Tokell did some 
neat countering, was he in danger of defeat. 

The Chicago boy made excellent use of his 
clever left hand, and landed it full on An- 
drew’s face just when the notion took him. 
Jn thie style of milling he outclassed the 
| Briton so far that Andrew looked foolish. 


Forbes Keeps Left Busy. 


It was a continuous performance on Forbes’ 
part of feinting out Tokell, then stabbing 
him with a straight left. He would vary the 
game with an occasional left hook at the 
body and made quite a number of efforts to 
land a right hand cross counter, but the 
landing of his left was so easy he put in most 
of the time introducing that member into 
Tokell’s face. 

Early in the second round Andrew stood for 
a rally, but as he came out of it with a badly 
cut and swollen left eye he cut out that sert 
of work during the remainder of the contest. 
The Englishman's part of the program con- 
sisted of left and right hand counters, in 
which he was quite successful in the first 
two rounds, after which Forbes invariably 
danced out of distance, which, of course, left 
Andy’s mitts hitting the smoky atmosphere. 
Beginning the third period Forbes began tak- 
ing a decided lead, which he maintained to 
the end and won an easy victory. 


Bandages Cause a Delay. 

The boys entered the ring at 10:13, and at 
10:25, after considerable argument over 
Tokell’s bandages, they began work. An- 
drew’s attitude was anything but graceful. 
He held his arms out stiffly, was painfully 
awkward in leg movement, and decidedly so 
with his arms. He stood with his left shoulder 
too far forward to give him good action with 
his left, but in proper position to send in pile- 
driving rights for the body. 


His rigidness of arm gave him astiff action, : 


which, while good for countering, was abso- 
lutely useless for leads, and this is what 
made him appear so dreadfully slow and 
caused him to miss his occasional leads by 
feet. He was apparently cognizant of his 
weakness:as to leading, as the efforts in that 


0 direction were so few and so far between that 


the few leads he did make were lost sight of. 


Poor Excuse for Champion. 
Taking him on the whole, he is about as 
poor an excuse as was ever foisted on the 
American public. 
Forbes, on the other hand, worked like a 
piece of machinery. He took nochances and 


contented himself with simply outpointing .- 


his man, and in doing that he never slipped 


a@ cog.

| corner and was assisted by Jule Frank, Bull 


Campbell, and Tom McCune. Jimmy Kelly 
was in charge of Tokell’s corner, and had for 


assistants Con McVey, who jumped into the | 


ring during the Corbett-Sharkey fightin New 
York, Danny McMahon, and Ray Walsh of 
Mount Clemens. 

Tokell had six layers of tape around each 
hand. Manager Hertz said this was too 
many, and after a wrangle Tokell was or- 
dered to take at least three of them off. He 
claimed as the tape was not over the knuckles 
there could be no objections. 


Challenges from Everywhere. 
were many challenges to the winner, 
them being Johnny Reagan, Tommy 

Johnny Kelly, Johnny O’Donnell, 
Frankie Neill, Jim Smith, J. O. Cherry, Tom- 
my Feltz, and Abe Attel. Both men ac- 
cepted all challenges. 

When the bandages had been accepted to 
the satisfaction of Forbes, the men shook 
hands. Forbes lost no time. He sailed in 
with two good lefts, and Tokell came back 
to the body with hard smashes. It was in 
the first round that Tokell did his best work. 
Once he aimost knocked Forbes down with 
a smash to the back of the neck, but after 
that he could do little good. In the opening 
round he overbalanced once, and before he 
could recover he got three smashes that did 
not do him much good. 


Blood Bothers Englishman. 


Forbes took a commanding lead in the sec- 
ond round. He placed some vicious lefts in 
Tokell’s face, and it did not take long for a 
red streak to appear on the Briton’'s left 
cheek, a gash coming as the result of a 
swipe which Forbes landed there. This 
bothered Tokell not a little, and soon the 
entire side of his face began toswell. Forbes 
is general enough to see such an advantage, 
and he kept pegging away at the sore spot 
until Tokell: was almost completely blinded. 

After the third round, when Tokell began 
to realize that he was meeting a man who is 
his complete master at the game, he tried 
foul tactics, evidently in the hopé he could 
lose on a foul. He repeatedly ‘ heeled ”’ 
Forbes under the throat, and three times 
during the last five rounds threw the Chi- 
cago boy to the floor, but Forbes, knowing 
he had an easy thing of it, waived all claims 
and kept on punching the fgreign champion 
to his heart’s content.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO IMPROVE- 


BEING RUSHED.

Company win Spena $20,000,000 to 
. Secure Facilities for Handling Basi- 
mess That Is Assured It—Line to Be 

Double Tracked from Garrett, Ind., 
to Philadelphia by ‘Next Fall—Rock 
Island and Lake Shore Statements 


of Earnings. 

In an effort to provide facilities to handle 
business that is ready to be moved, a sum ap- 
proximating $20,000,000 is now being. expend- 
ed by the management of the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Some of the most important work now 
under way is between Cumberland, Md., and 
Chicago Junction, via Connellsville and Pitts- 
burg. It is Intended to complete the low grade 
line between the eastern seaboard and Chi- 
cago and a railroad with less than five-tenths 
maximum will be the result, - -- 

Last year the so-called Sand Patch grade 
from Hyndman to Sand Patch, 122 miles, w 
double tracked-at a cost of $100,000 a mile, 
and the second track extended later to Rock- 
wood. This winter the remaining gap between 
Rockwood and Indian Creek is being built, 
costing $100,000 more. By the middle of next 
summer the entire line- from Pittsburg ‘to 
Fhiladelphia -will be double tracked, with 
“greatly reduced grades and improved. align- 
ments that have eliminated hundteds of de- 
grees of curves. At Connellsville more than 
$500,000 is, being expended on a new yard and 
round house facilities that. will. be needed 
wheh double tracking is‘completed. The 
traffic, both freight and passenger, between 
Versailles arid Pittsburg, sixteen miles, has 
become so heavy as to necessitate the con- 
struction of two additional running tracks, 


making a four track line to Glenwood, a sub- 


urb of Pittsburg, and a general yard, where 


freight is handled. The cost of this work a, 


be nearly $2,000,000. 

West of Pittsburg a great deal of important 
work is under way. Contracts have been let 
for the’ entire reconstruction of thé line be- 
tween New Castile Junction and Akron, O.

Stationary engineers ernployed in the pce) 
ing houses at the stockyards have decided* 
to strike next week, their demand being a 
uniform working day and the union scale of 
wages. Their officers declare that their 
places cannot be filled and that the walkout 
will tie up every slaughtering hause. 


The enginéers appealed to the Packing : 


Trades’ countil—the central labor body in the 
yards—for aidnd were refused, being told 
that if they struck they would have to fight 
the battle alone. They then asked assis- 
tance from ‘the firemen, machi and 
steamfitters, and this was promised. A strike 
was then ordered. 

There are over 200 engineers employed in 
the day shifts and between 80 and 100 at 
night. The engine rooms at the ‘vards ara 
es all ynionized. The city requires 
a license from every engineer before he can 
assume his position, and the union officials 
assert that there are not half idle 
union and nonunion men in the.city to All 
the vacancies should a strike be declared. 


Scale Refused; Strike Voted. 


The engineers have been restive since the 
recent boiler explosion and fire in the Swift 
plant. Soon after that time the firemen 
framed a. new wage scale and it "vas granted 
in part. This aroused the engineers, who 
formulated a demand for an eight hour day 
with a minimum wage of $8. This the pack- 
ers refused. Then came the decision to 
strike. The day wae not decided on. 

The steamfiitters’: helpers employed in the 
packing houses are also ready to create 
trouble. They are now getting from $1.60 to 
$2 a day and want a 50 cent increase. Their 
demands were met with a counter proposi- 
tion granting a raise of 15 cents.

Rabbi Hirsch as Arbitrator. 


Dr. E._G. Hirsch of the Sinai. congregation 
yesterday handed down a decision &s arbiter 
in. the dispute between the Brotherhood of 
Stationary Firemen and the Building Man- 
agers’ association.

Firemen’s helpers, coal pxseers, etc., shall be 


paid the class C scale. 

The agreement provides for an. arbitration 
board to settle all differences. It is to classi- 
fy all ntw buildings that join the association. 
In the closing provision of the agreement 
Dr. Hirsch inserted a clause that retains for 
the firemen now getting more than the union 
scale their present wages. He refused to ac- 
cept the $75 a day Offered him as compenisa- 


tion. 
Guard for Women Workera

on Ordinance. 


LINE TO BE EXTENDED. 


Englewood and Yards to Have 
Service and Junction Rail- 
way to Be Raised.

* By the terms of an ordinance recommended 
by the council committee on track elevation 
yesterday the South Side Elevated railroad 
will have the right to extend its lines to the 
stockyards and Englewood. It also will be 
allowed to run express trains as far north 
as Twelfth street. : 

At the same time the tracks of the Chicago 
Junction road in Root and parallel streets 
between the Illinois Central right of way 
and Halsted street are to be elevated, as 
well as the approaches to the stockyards 
from the west. x 

The main interest in the meeting was as 
to what was to be done with the “ Alley L.”’ 
It had to be taken into consideration in 
the negotiations, because if the tracks along 
Root, Forty-first, and Forty-second streets 
were to be elevated it would mean an eleva- 

- thon of the “L” road to go over the new 
structure. 

To meet this the “‘ Alley L”’ people ap- 
peared before the committee with a compre- 
hensive proposition for the building of new 


lines. 
Proposition of Alley “L.” 

The terms they offered, and which were 
accepted, were: 

That from Forty-third street to Twelfth 
street they should be allowed to put ina 
third track for express trains, the compensa- 
tion offered the city being the paving and 
practical turning into a street of a strip of 


land between. Wabash avenue and State 
street, how owned by the company, over 
which its tracks run. 

That the road be allowed to extend its line 
in Forty-third street over the elevated struc- 
ture of the steam road as far east as the 
Illinois Central right of way and as far west 
as Halsted street.. At Halsted street it is to 
run south and make a complete loop of the 
stockyards. 

That from a point on the main line a branch 

be built, starting between Fifty-fifth and 
Bixtieth streets, running west to between 
Wallace street and Stewart avenue, thence 
south to a point between Sixty-first and 
Seventy-first streets. From this terminus 
another branch is to be built west to Ash- 
land or Center avenue, 


ia Plea for Another Extension, 


At the committee meeting yesterday, while 
rthese matters were being incorporated in the 
ordinance, a committee representing the 
| residents of the territory around Fifty-fifth 
\Street and Center avenue asked that the | 
“az,” be extended to that neighbrhood. 
Noble B. Judah, for the elevated road, said 
he could not promise to make any further 
extensions than had already been outlined, 
as they would tax the financial resources 
of his company to the limit, but James Miles, 
the attorney for the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer company, who was present, said 
his company would be willing to build the 
mile and a half of elevated track necessary 
to make the connection if the Alley “L” 
people would operate it, and the matter was 
adjusted with that understanding, although 
it was not made a part of the ordinance. ' - 
The elevation of the tracks between the | 
stockyards and the Illinois Central right of 
way contemplate a high structure such as 
exists at Sixteenth street, with no depres- 
sion of the north and south streets.

FINANCE COMMITTEE RAISES 
M’GANN’S FIGURES BY $500,000. 


Aldermen Increase the Controller's 
Estimate in Many Instances, but in 
Some Cases They Cut Down the Fig- 
ures—Chief O’Neill Has a Merit Plan 

', for Paying His Men—What the Va- 
rious Departments May Get if the 
Council Approves. 


The finance committee of the city council 
completed the annual appropriation bill yes- 
terday. In round numbers it foots up $11,- 
200,000, and is about $500,000 in excess of 
what Controller McGann estimates the city’s 
income will be for the year. 

The bill will be reported to the council Mon- 
day night and special sessions, beginning 
Thursday, will be held until it is passed. It 
is thought the work can be completed thi« 
week. 

Chief O’Neill suggested to the committee 
yesterday a plan whereby he thinks he can 
pay his patrolmen $1,100 a year with the 
money allowed him without giving any of 
them enforced vacations. It practically 
means that the policeman who behaves him- 
self will get the $1,100, while the negligent 
or disobedient patrolman will receive less 
money. 

As the committee had planned the appro- 
priation for the department it had raised 
the pay of the patrolmen from $1,000 to $1,100 
a year, but, as the,money was not available, 
stipulated that each patrolman take a 
month's vacation without pay: The chief, 
however, explained to the committee that 
there were so many patrolmen who are being 
fined from three to thirty days’ pay for bad 
behavior that if he were allowed to deduct 
this time off and make an average of it he 
could pay the good men the full $1,100 a year 
without forcing them to take a vacation. 


Other Items Are Fixed. 


The committee fixed the compensation to 
bé paid the city treasurer at 50 per cent of 
the interest money after the office expenses 
are paid. This will give the treasurer about 
$50,000 a year. The present city treasurer, 
like his predecessor, has received 60 per cent. 
The sum set apart for street cleaning is 
$1,000,000, the same as last year, hut with the 
higher wages which will have to be paid it 
means about 20 per cent less work than dur- 
ing 1902. 

An attempt was made to save the “ anti- 
smoke ordinance” by setting aside in the 
appropriation for the boiler inspector’s office 
an item of $2,000 to pay the salary for eight 
months of the new smoke inspector who will 
have to be employed if the ordinance is 
passed. The fear of the friends of the ordi- 


| nance, however, is that even if the council 


approves it it could not become optrative 
until the next appropriation bill is passed 
because of financig! inability to put it into 

The amount set @side for construction 
work in the city engineer’s office is mislead- 
ing. The bill appropriates $1,714,000 to this 
account, out of which some new bridges are 
in theory to be built. In fact, the sum to be 
actually spent from this appropriation is 
$420,000, which is due to meet coming con- 
tracts, and the remainder is a paper credit 
which the city engineer can spend if by some 
strange chance the city gets rich during the 


year.

serial publication. “Trilby’’ is a modern 
instance of this. It stands to reason that 
serial publication helps to advertise a book. 
The attention of the publio is called to it 
through the pages of the magazine. Itis not 
only advertised in this way, but it is adver- 
tised with the magazine fn other places. 
Then, again, people who begin reading a 
story in a magazine may for some reason or 
other miss a copy now and then, so when 
the book is published they buy it so as to 
get uninterrupted reading.

Mr. George Gissing, who has written sev- 
eral novels as well asan appreciation of Dick- 
ens, has written a new book called ‘‘ The 
Private’ Papers of Henry Ryecroft,” which 
will soon be published by Messrs. E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co. Mr. Gissing plays off in a preface 
and would seem to intimate that Henry Rye- 
croft was a real person whose papers he is 
editing, but we know better; we know that 
it is Mr. Gissing who is writing. We are not 
to be deceived, nor do I think that he fntends 
that we should be, for the titla page reads 
““* The Private Papers of Henry Ryecroft,’ 
by George Gissing."’ Not edited but 
“by.” His preface is not unlike the preface 
supplied by “8S.” to the “‘ Journal of Arthur 
Stirling.”” The. preface to the latter men- 
tioned the obituary notices of Stirling which 
had appeared in certain New York papers. 
The preface to “The Private Papers of 
Henry Ryecroft’’ begins by saying: “A 
year ago obituary paragraphs in the liter- 
ary papers gave such account of him as was 
thought needful,’ etc.. Then Mr. Gissing 
’ goes on to say how the duty of examining 
Ryecroft’s papers fell to him. He tells us 
that when he first knew him Ryecroft had 
reached his 40th year; for twenty years he 
had lived by the pen. He was, like Arthur 
Stirling. a struggling man, beset by poverty 
and other circumstances unpropitious to 
mental work.

He moved into the coun- 
try and spent his time out of doors and in 
his library, and there he wrote the book 
that we are invited to read. 


I have seen it hinted in the English papers 
that there is much of Mr. Gissing’s own life 
ut that is always 
said when a man writes in this personal 
strain. While I don’t suppoee there is any 
doubt about Mr. Gissing being the author of 
this book, at the same time It is not much 
like his. other work. It is written largely 
about out of doors, and is divided into four 
books, named after the four seasons. One 
can imagine nothing more inspiring to this 
sort of work than the environments of 
Henry Ryecroft. There in a little home in 
Exeter he wrote as the spirit moved. There 
fis nothing prettier in the’ book than the 
description of his home: . 

My house is perfect. By great good fortune I 
have found a housekeeper no less to my mind. a 
low voiced, Hight footed woman of discreet age. 
strong and deft enough to render me al]l the service 
I require, and not afraid of solitude.

. ARIS, Feb. 14.—One of the: t inter- 
esting books of the wee “Un Vol- 
ontaire de 1790,"" by. Jean Lembard, 
edited by Ollendorff. It would almost 

. seem that the number of books pub- 
lished upon the volunteers of 1792 and upon 
the events in which they were concerned is 
already so considerable that there is noth- 
ing more to be said, but the present work 
presents in a particular fashion the state of 
mind of a young volunteer of the epoch, 
illustrated by numbers of unpublished let- 
ters and facts culled from documents tend- 
ing to establish in a way thestory of a young 
man’s connection with that famous epoch 
in French history. 

The author has had the good fortune to 
secure a series .of unpublished letters from 
a volunteer of 1792, Mireur, an ancestor of 
the adjoint mayor of Marseilles, Dr. H. 
Mireur, a prominent philanthropist and 
member of the superior council of public 
assistance. A student of medicine in 1789, 
Etienne Francois Mireur took part in the 
revolutionary agitation from the start and 
was finally, in 1792, enrolled in the battalion 
of volunteers. 

One of the most curious facts which these 
letters reveal is that Mireur himself was the 
introducer of the ‘‘“Marseillaise’’ or the “Chant 
de Guerre,"’ as it was called in Marseilles. 
The letters cover a short period from 1792 
until the fall of Alexandria, for Mireur was 
killed at Damanhour in his twenty-eighth 
year and already a general. His name is 
graven upon the bronze tablets in Ver- 
sailles and upon those of the Arc de Triomph, 
together with the “illustrious other generals 
and military chiefs of France. These let- 
ters, simple epistles written home, give a. 
better idea of Davoust, Ney, Murat, Lannes, 
later.duke de Montebello, than even their 
own biographies. Many of these had been 
soldiers in Louis XVI.’s army, Dut Mirepr 
left his studies to fight and died a general 
at a youthful age, but, as Napoleon re- 
marked, ‘‘ Men grow old quickly during a 


revolution.” 


The part the freemasons and jacobins 
played in the revolution is well marked in 
Mireur’s letters, and is an instructive fea- 
ture about them. Another feature of his 
letters is the desire for peace expressed in 
‘them, even durihg the glories of the cam- 
paign in Germany—which no doubt reflects 
the sentiment of many of the young men of 
his day who were not fighters for military 
glory as much agsstrivers after an ideal state 
of government. This is in a way the spirit 
of the revolution more than ever confirmed 
by Mireur’s letters. : 

The seed of the revolution, according to 
these letters, wae evidently sown in the 
** Société des Amis de la Constitution,” a 
jacobin club, which soon found powerful pro-

A great deal has been written already 
about “ Verite” by Emile Zola, naturally 
the most interesting literary subject, now

Two of his principal characters are a man 
and his wife, he a free thinker, she a relig- 
ious woman, and their conflicting ideas give 
him great opportunity for discussion. Natur- 
ally, the fond of the book is to establish free- 
dom of thought and to purify French justice. 
A man condemned for a crime of which he 


was innocent forms the theme of the story, ! ive 


and as one follows Zola through the long, in- 
tricate roads which people in any way med- 
died with French justice have to travel, one 
realizes the real effort of the work. Asevery 
one knows, the Dreyfus case is Zola’s model, 
and the incidents which marked it are the 


subjects of his discussion. 


One of the most interesting things in the 
book is Zola's picture of the school teachers’ 
lives in the provinces of France and the 
struggle those who do not bend to general 
custom have to undergo in order to keep their 
places, and he thus makes a powerful plea 
for the “‘ independent teacher,” so dreaded 
in any country town. His pictures of the 
country school teacher of France and the 
struggles he or she has with the village curé 
and the villagers themselves, reads like an 
imagingd story, but there is not a line of 


exaggeration about it.

_ Walter C. Perry has written a simplified | 
version of the Iliad for boys, bearing the 
suggestive title of “The Boys’ Iliad.”

Also he begins, as all writers of Greek 
mythology must, at the root of the trouble 
and carries the history up to the point where 
Homer takes up the tale—the quarrel be- 
tween Achilles and Agamemnon. The book 
has eight fine illustrations by Jacob Hood.

Diirer did for a time st@iy classical his- 
tory, but suddenly had a revulsion of feel- 
ing and returned for good to his altar pieces 
and the saints. His classical research was 
made with the Intent of studying the nude, 
which for long was a closed door to Dtirer. 
Later, When he had mastered that art. he 
prepared notes and chapter headings for a 
book on “ Human Proportion,” for which he 
studied the writings of the Italians. 

Diirer first earned famed through his por- 
trait paintings. His faces were usuallywdrawn 
in profile or half profile, and his painting of 
hair, especially woman’s hair, was an art 
so highly developed in Diirer that Bellini 
himself desired to learn it of him. Neither 
are Diirer’s landscapes to be passed by with 
a mere mention, for he was the first artist to 
paint a landscape without using it merely as 
an accessory to a group of figures. True, he 
often repeated his landscapes as backgrounds 
to his pictures, but he displayed an tnsight 
into nature seldom shown by his contem- 
poraries. 


But Diirer’s greatest fame rests, as the 
|}artist points out, on his woodeuts and en- 
gravings. His prints went abroad among 
the people, distributing lessons of religion 
and law. Woodcuts of his several passions 
gained him renown not only in Germany 
but throughout the continent; in Italy his 
work was profusely imitated. Diirer also 
tried his hand at etching, a method akmost 
entirely unknown at that time, and though 
he finally abandoned it on account of its im- 
practicability for reprinting, he learned from 
that process a manner of giving his engrav- 
ings a softer, more mellow look. Diirer was 
never satisfied with his work once it was 
finished, but sought to improve in his next 
piece, and thus his art is marked with signs 
of such progress as few other men of genius 
have been able to show. In much of Ditirer’s 
religious work his disregard for traditional 
surroundings, when they hindered his own 
ideas, has been much remarked. This, though 
almost ludicrous at times to the modern eye, 
gives students and lovers of medieval art 
such an insight into the social and economic 
conditions /of Germany as whole volumes 
cannot do. 

‘Much has been written and said concerning 
real effect of Diirer’s art on the reformation. 
Certainly in his woodcuts for the Apocalypse 
Diirer showed popes, bishops, and emperors 
suffering for their sins, but this had long been 
@ feature of earlier drawings of the time, and 
Dtrer’s treatment of the subject was merely 
a reproduction of the popular feeling. How- 
ever, in spite of the iconoclastic wave which 
swept Europe, Diirer continued to supply the 
churches with altar pieces and 
though some attention has been called to'the 
fact that he no longer painted his saints and 
aposties with a halo—this, however, may 
have been a mere whim, for Diirer easily 
caught the little mannerisms of others, such 
as Bellini’s arrangement of a curtain behind 
his Madonna, We know for a certainty that 
he was in sympathy with Luther and became 
a fast friend of Melanchthon when that en- 
thusjastic reformer. visited Nurnberg.
